iSniton, W. Va., Nor. 12.— Cora Ab 
bott, th« pvettjr TOnag woman who was 
bnrned to death Monday night in a flro 
which destroyed her parents' homo, un- 
doubtedly is t)ie victim of outlaws" re- 
venge. Fivo years ago tlx? Rnniilicld 
and McCoy factious of Ijiiicolii county 
became involved in a ditlicalty whicii 
has lasted until the present time. Many 
bloody battles have been fonght. and 
the fend has been excelled only by the 
Hatticld-McOoy flght in the Tog River 

territory. 

Sandy Bnimfield, a yoiuiK man, was 
arrested at the instance of Alexander 
Vance, a nuiKistrate of ijincoln county, 
two years iv^is. He had participated m 
a number of tlie battles in the feud. 

At the time of his arrest ho was en- 
gafjed to be marri'-d to C!ora Abbott, 
and she made many threats toward the 
maKistrate, who had caused the arrest 
of her lover. 

Mnj-'istrate Vance's residence was 
blown up with dyinuuito ut iiiKht a lit- 
tle later, and liis a-year-old child wa< 
killed. Mrs. Vancc^ was crippled for 
life. Magistrate Vance and hu yoniig 
Bonwere badly wounded. 

This was followed by tlio arrest of 
C(jra Abbott, but she refused to reveal 
anything regarding the dynamiters. 
Later she was releaued. The friends of 
Vance and the McCoy faotton hare made 
various tlireats against the young woman 
bince. 

The Abbott family wore awakened 
Monday night at nudnight and foond 
their hoose enveloped in names. There 
was a strong odor of cU. The ilamefl 
had completely cut off all escape by 
means of the stairways, and the father 
and mother leaped from the windows 
on the second floor, the mother holding 
in her arms her 1-year-old babe. Cora, 
a prisoner in the burning hoose, cried 
for help, but her parents were powerless 
to lend her assistant. 

When the neighlxws arrived, an hour 
later, the oliarred body of the girl was 
removed from the ashes of the building. 
The authorities of Lincoln county are 
leaving nothing undone to bring the in- 
cendiaries to justice. Bloodshed is ex- 
pected. It is safe to say that the two 
factions will now begin a war more de- 
termined than b^ore. 

SHOT HIS WIFE AND HIMSELF. 

Horrible Crime Perpetrated li.v li .Mirhl- 
Kan Farmer. 

Saoinaw, Mich., Nov. 12.— A shook- 
ing tragedy occurred on the farm of 
Samuel Welch, three miles west of the 
Tillage of Union\ille, Huron county, 
yesterday, (ieorge Wt^lch, u brother of 
Samuel, was at the burn. Hearing a 
report of a gnu he ran to the house and 
found that Samuel had shot off , the top 
of his wife's head with a shotgrnn and 
was in the act of committing suicide. 

(ieorpc succeeded in taking the gun 
aw.iy. but net until Samuel had shot oil' 
his nose. Taking Sanniel's little boy 
in bis arms ( ieorge nm to a neighbor's 
half a mile away for lielp. but nit'an- 
. while Samuel had found a revolver and 
had shot himself through tin- head. The 
dead man was 5;! and his wife -49 years 
of ago. The cause of the tragedy in un- 
known. 

ALIEN LUNATICS. 

Three Italians Deported and an KiiglUk 
Woman Will Go Next Week. 

Albany, Nov. 12.— As an outcome of 
prolonged corrcsi)ondence with the Ital- 
ian autliorif ies, the state commission in 
lunacy has succeeded in dep( rting three 
qlieu lunatics to their home in Italy. 
These aUens belonged to the very low- 
est strata of society and had recently 
landed in this coontry. 

The oonunission will deport next 
week a young English woman, who rc- 
cejitly arrived in this country from 
England, and beci lining insane, was 
ooiumitted to the Luug Island State 
hoqdtal, B rooklyn. "

Two employes 
at the asylum claim to have seen two 
men go mtp the field Tuesday night, 
dismount, and, after opening the grave, 
rido away, leaving it uncovered. The 
body has the appearance of having been 
buried several weeks. The poUoe are 
mystilled by the find and have no clew 
on which to work.

WiNNiPEd, Nov. 18. — Several days 
ago an Indian named "Ch:ircoal," on 
the Blood Reserve, near Fort McLco<l, 
killed tlirei- i)eoi)le, another Iinlian, his 
squnw and the farm instructor. "Ohur- 
coal" escaped fnmi the reserve and a 
detachment of mounted jwlice havo 
been in pursuit of him.

Co^sTANTINOPI.F, Nov. I'i.— The ofTi- 
cial summary of the reforms to be put 
into execution by the Turkish govern- 
ment in accordance with their promise, 
has been published, and it is announced 
that the provincial authorities have re- 
ceived instructions to execute them im- 
mediately. 

The reforms yiromised by the .sultan 
are: Tlie liberation from the prisons (.f 
the Ottoman empire of all i^'rsons 
against whom no eliarges have been j)re- 
ferrcd ; the issuance to tlie jHilici' of or- 
ders that all peaceable Armenians inusr 
not be prosecuted ; the immediate eiui- 
vcx'ation of tiie .\rmenian national a>- 
semlily for th»> purpose of electii.'.g a 
patriarch: tlio trial by coiirtmartial of 
Mazhuarpey, accused of responsibility 
of the manler of Father Salvator ; tlie 
dismissal of the vali of Diarbekir (a!- 
midy complied with), and the sendm:.' 
of definite instnictions to all the val:s 
that they must rt'press all further acts 
of violence; an i stimate of the cost of 
rebuilding the Caiho!i(^ convents, par- 
tially destroyed in Asia Minor; thcs giv- 
ing of aid to tho residents of those dis- 
tricts which sntt'er(>d during the recent 
trouble; the issuance of a decree imme- 
diately enforcing tlie reforms granted 
in 1805 to the six vilayets of Armenia ; 
the eztensiou of those reforms to other 
provinces of the empire.

EVERY ONE SURPRISED. 

A Coloreil .'Mull KI<'< tt il Council l<ir In n 
ManMacliuitettii Dlwlrlct. 

Boston, Nov. 12. — The board of elec- 
tion commissioners finished the recount 
of votes in tho Fortieth councillor dis- 
trict last night, and Lsaac D. Allen, the 

colored Republican candidate was de- 
clared elected over Hon. John II. Sulli- 
van, wlio now represents the district, 
and who was the Democratic candidate. 
Allen's majority was only 62 votes. 
There is no appeal from the decision of 
the election commis-sioners and tlie gov- 
ernor's council stands for tin- first time 
in its history solidly Republican, while 
Allen holds the highest political otiice 
ever givcui u colored man by the voters 
of Massachu.setts. 

The new councillor was born in 
slavery and escai)i(l during tlie war. 
serving with (ieiieral 1!. F. Hutler. He 
was wirh him after the w.ir on the t'a- 
Jiious schooner America, which (ii iieral 
ButliT owned. .\t the tioM' of the Ke- 
publieaii cniiveiilion at whii'h Allen was 
nominated, the place on the ticker was 
ottered t<i a number of proniiiieiit Ki - 
publicans iiut all refused it, nut de.sinn;,' 
to run in a strong DeniiK ralic ilisti ict and 
be defeated. Allen's electiun was as 
much a surprise to him as to his Demo- 
cratic o[ip(inenr. .Sullivan cairied the 
district hiht year by over 5,000.

Frazicr, pn>prietor of the Wellington 
hotel, committed suicide yesterday l).v 
shooting himself, the tnigedy taking 
place at a lonely spot near the chain 
bridge over the Potomac river above 
West Washington. The bullet had en- 
tered the right temple and hod passe<l 
out on tlie left side. The deceased was 
a prominent citizen and was one of the 
best known hotel men in Washington. 
He had been in a melancholy frame of 
mind for .vonie time past, doe to his 
physical condition. 

A letter to his wif(^ assigned ill-liealth 
as the cause that led to taking his life. 
He was 4-.' years of age and leaves a 
wife. Mr. Frazicr was interisfid in 
the Ebbitt and in the Raleigh hoti Is, 
having ojieued the latter place. For 
some time he was manager ox the Port- 
lund flats.

NEED3 OF THE ARMY. 

Majir (iriK'rai .MIIch .Miik<>i lll-i .\nniial 
Itcport to the Secretary of War. 

Washimqton, Nov. 12.— In his annual 
report to the secretary of war. Major 
General Miles, commanding the army, 
Mys that fortunately during the year 
the army has been <'alled niinn only tf) a 
limited extent to act either against hos- 
tile Indians or against bodies of men 
engaged in violating the laws of the 
United States or International treaty 
obligations. 

d'enei-al Miles recommends a lil" ral 
ni)]iidpriati( 11 for replacii;;.'- the i)resent 
decreasing and anti(iu;ited post build- 
ings occupied by the army, and espec- 
ially those on what was formerly the 
Indian fhmtier, with new and sanitary 
structures. 

General Miles believes that the free- 
dom of the coontry of late from Indian 
ontbr.'aks is to be ascribed to the fact 
that tlio Indians now receive lH>tteir 
treatment from the government, that 
they are more impressed with the jxiwer 
of the anny to punish tin ni. and that 
their affairs ari' in many cases mamufcd 
by ('omi)etent army fifticers. Therefore 
he re<'omniends that this same policy as 
to tin' [iidians lie continued. 

(ieneral Milis again devotes a large 
portion of his report to the consideration 
of <|u< stions of coast defence, and he re- 
news forcibly all of the recommenda- 
tions rm that subject made in hisfomu r 

rep! TtS. 

The report states that the change in 
warlike appliances make it necess;[rv to 
jilai i high power guns at mucli grtater 
disfaiices than formerly from the cen- 
tiTs of \ve:'li ii and it is recommended 
tliat liberal a;iproiiriaMon> bi' made by 
the cdoiinir Session of congi'ess for tlie 
manufacture (,f guns, their ( luphn- - 
ments, quarters and b:;nMcks.

The "Prlext" Swindle Itelng Muccewrii 1 1 .\ 
M'nrked in Wlnconiiln and nUnal*. 

W.vsiiisdToN. Nov. I'J.— .\ Spanish 
contidence game that is being worked 
witli success on Americans, notably in 
Wisconsin and Illinois, is e.vjii.sed by 
United State.-f Consul (lem ml I^owen in 
Barcelona in a special report to the sttite 
department. This is known as the 
"priest" swindle .md the characters al- 
ways are an iinai.'inary politii al prisi>ii- 
er in ;i Sjianish jail, his little danu'liti r 
abiiiit to be left helpless by his ajii>roacli- 
iuf,' flenii^i', and a iH iievi'lcnt iirie.-.t \\ ho 
is willin;: to care for the child or brinir 
li( r til a ie];itive in America. 

The latter is the victim of the jilot. 
First he receives a letter from the jiris- 
oner claiming to be liis relative and 
praying him to care for his cliiid. Then 
comes a letter from the priest announc- 
ing the prisoner's death ami staling 
that he will look after tlie child until 
money is sent to bring her to lier al- 
leged American relative. The latter 
Sends the money and is next informed 
by the priest that he and the cirl have 
been arrested in France while on their 
way to the United States. Tliat i.-i tin- 
lost heard of tho swindlers. 

Gent nil Bowen says that there are 
variations of this fraud but most of 
them work successfully. So many in- 
quiries have been made by the victims 
that he has been obliged to print a cir- 
cular letter explaining the deception.

Mr. Meriam came to Minneapolis 
from Qoinoy, Bis., where he was very 
prominent. He had been here about 
two years, being engaged in logging o]>- 
eraticms. He leaves a wife and one 
daughter, both of whom reside in Min- 
neapolis.

SPAIN IS BECOHINO ALARMED. 

Blie Han ISogtiiiun .\g|{n'»Hiv<- ('aiii|>Hl|{n in 
Cab* and Hope* to Terminate the R«* 
hellion Beforo Any Plan of Autonomy 
Oliall Tie Put Into Operation -Othed Cu> 
Ikiii War Newtt 

WA.SUIMOTOM, Nov. 18.— The renewed 
reports that the United States was 

about to inter\'ene in the Cuban conflict 
are not confirmed in ofbcial (piarters. 
nor is there any evidence to imlicaff 
that at the present time the United 
States has under consideration any 
change in its policy. 

The only available information reach- 
ing here is that the Sjianish military 
ojierations begun i arly in (tctolierarc 
alxait to go fonvardwith greater energy 
than at any jirevious tinn'. Important 
results are expected from this forward 
movement within the next three weeks. 
There are now 26,000 more Spanish 
troops en route for Cuba. They will be 
distributed in the western jirovinces. It 
is expected that witli tin se additional 
troojis in position, the four western 
liiovinces w ill bo completely g.'irrisoued 
and occupied at every point by tho gov- 
ernment troops. 

The lull in operations within the past 
few diiys is explained by a circunistance 
not yet known. The insurgent leader 
Maceo moved to the coast for the pur- 
pose of receiving a pneumatic dynamite 
gun which Inul Ix en landed with great 
ditbculty. The ri jierts reacliinj.' here 
shows that tile trials of the ^'un failed 
to shew it to be formidable, the .shot 
carryin;r only 'lOO yards, or less than the 
distanci' carrii'd by rifles. I' nder tlie.se 
circunl^tance•i Maceo has retraced his 
steps without the dynamite gun.

The civil affairs of ( 'nba have also nn- 
dergone a rdiange within receni days. 
Py agreement between the leaders of 
the Libeml. Conservative and Home 
Rule parties, constituting all the loyal 
elt inents, they have been merged into 
one party known as the "Party of Com- 
mon DefiMise." Tho main feature of 
agreement is the termination of the re- 
bellion before any plan of autonomy 
shall be put into op<>ration.

Cotton Mills In the South. 
Till' year 1896 v.' ill li" Idiif; rcmcm 
bcrcd as the onluiiuutiug period of bnsi 
ucas drproBsiou. Not so in the cotton 
mills of the south, however. While tli 
textile fabric industry in other parts of 
the Union has had to report idle mills, 
Strikes and reduced wages the busincKs 
in the southern states has gone stoudily 
onward. 

In 18S0 there were only 164 cotton 
mills in the whole south. By 1890 tho 

number had grrnvn to 28!}. In 1880 llie 
amount of raw cotton consumed by the 
mills was 87,610,880 pounds. By 1890 
the quantity waa 878,M6, 109 [lound-, 
showing that the amount of cotton used 
up had iucrcuKcd comparatively more 
than the number of mills. 

Through all the financial depression 
lasting from the autumn of isya till tho 
present timu tho cotton spinning indus- 
try in the sooth has gone on growing 
unintermptedlj. This year there are J 
mills, humming uwuy night and day, 
some of them, and spinning and weaving 
480,548,830 pounds of not ton. North 
Carolina has tliu most mills— 13'J. Flor- 
ida ha.H iifino. 

The ideal situation i.s realized in the 
location of those mills, tho factories for 
the cniiNuuiptioii of the raw material 
being on tho ground where tb^ raw ma- 
terial is prodnced. The south had little 
to los(( by hard limes in eoniparison to 
tho nmnufucturiug slates of the north, 
while sho had everything to gain. She 
is gaining', and that rapidly. Her mill 
workmen earn money to buy food and 
pay the farmers who raise that food the 
eash for it, and that meaot yroapaiity 
all around. Her climate is mild and 

healthful, her noil fertile, h^o huid are 

northern cotton mill owners of the fu- 
ture of the eotton factory in the south 
that many ot them have actually fur- 
nished the capital to build tho southern 
mills. 



LoxnoN, November 10. — Commenting 
oil tile recent election in the United 
States, Henry Labouchere, in Truth, 
says : "If Bryan had been wise he would 
liave gone in for bimetallism, if it pleased 
him ; but he could have left the ratio in- 
deflnlte. His ratio meant the right of 
all to repudiate half his obligations with- 
out this bettering any one in the future. 
But the victors will do wdl to realise 
that apart from bimetallism there is a 
strong growing feeling iu America against 
huge accumulations of capital, in the 
hands of individuals, obtained by means 
of the trusts, which are really monopo- 
lie-i, anil gandding with cogged dice in 
railroads.

I am nowise certain that, 
had I been an American, I shonld not 
have voted the Pemocratlc ticket, had it 
not been tiiat I regard ail tampering 
with the coinafgeof a country as injorions 
to all, and it does not strike me that Mr. 
Bryan is up to the I'residential murk. 

"America's worst product is its dollar- 
ocracy, whose members have literally 
nothing to recommend them. The odds 
are that either they or their parents ac- 
quired huge fortunes by the most ques- 
tionable means. As a role they are ig-

Week of Prayer for young men and 
several of the local paatora preached 
special sermons last Soitday aboot 
definite work for and by young men, and 
•9 this theme is aleo to be considered at 
four or five of the miil-woek sirvioes, the 
followinff will doubtless be of interest to 
> all who have at heart the best welfare of 
younK men: "The religions movement 
of the nineteenth centary," aa the Youn^ 
Men's Christian Association has been 
pronounced by a dlRtini^tiisIicd divine 
and educator, Bishop £. K. Hendrix, was 
not begun until near the close ot the first 
half of the rontiiry, and did notTreach 
America until s^even years later;(18.>l.) 
But 60 rapid has been its progress that 
to-day this "work by young men for 
young men" is firmly established in all 
parts of the United States and thi> 
Dominion of Canada. In 7-15 cities and 
villages Young Men's Christian As- 
Bociations are in active existence, many 
of the larget cities having from two to a 
dosen different hnmohea. There are also 
4S0 Apsociations actively at work iti aa 
many colleges and universities, including 
the leading institutions of the land, with 
A total membership so larjre (over no,00() i 
that the College Association has been 
correctly termed "the greatest college 
fraternity in the world." The needs of 
railroad men are also met at 108 points, 
with Association buildinfjs or other 
rooms, and a special work is carried on 
as well by the Y. M. C. A. International 
Committee and its Secretaries for Cicrman 
and French speaking young men in 
eleven centers, for colored men in thirty- 
five schools and colIeKes and in twenty- 
aix cities, and for Indian young men, 
48, on the reservations or in the training' 
schools. 

The 1,4-30 Associations and branches 
that form what ia known as the "Ameri- 
can groap" have an aggregate member 
ship of 263,000, a working committee 
force of 38,000; own :'i\'> Iniildings and 
other property valued at $18,000,000, em- 
ploy 1,300 General Secretaries, Educa- 
tional Instructors and Physical Idrcctor 
have iilO libraries with nearly &00,(.KX) 
volnmes, and hold more than 106,000 
*young men's meetiuns annually foV Biljle 
■tndy and other religious purposes. 

This wide and varied general woi]c is 
entrusted to the International Commit- 
tee of Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tions, with headqaarters at New York 
City, who employ a corp of trained 
specialists, the chief of whom is termed 
tiie (ieneral Secretary of the Committee 
and has oversight of the entire work. 
The other twenty six International Sec- 
retaries are engaged at the central office 
or at various points in the field %ad in 
connection with the different depart- 
ments mentioned al)ovo. Kach of these 
Secretaries not merely performs the 
work of one man, but is an organizer of 
energies, local, state and international, 
and is a leader of leaders in this vast 
army of young men.

This was to conl'orai v\ ilh the 
new corporation law. 

Th(^ Finance Committee's report was 
presented. Tlie nieiuhers of the com- 
mittee are as a rule so occupied with 
th ir husineas affairs that they can not 
give personal attention to the work, acd 
have appointed u solicitor to look after the 
ooUeotion of subscriptions. 

The report of the Religions Committee 
showed what had been done towards' 
carrying forward that part of the work. 

Bids for the plumbing work at the new 
rooms in the /weiuart Block were pre- 
a^nted and read. That of Mr. J. J. Fitz- 
gerald was the lowest, aod^ he waa 
•warded the contract. 

General Secretary Canfield had |>re- 
pared a budget of current expenses for 
tlu^ present fiscal year. It was read and 
after some discussion adopted.
